GLASGOW, Nov. 3.—A serious panic oc- 


curred Saturday evening at the Star Thea- 
ter, caused by a cry of fire. During the rusli 
af the audience to escape from the bnildlng 
sixteen people were killed and twelve se- 
riously injured. The performance had pro- 
ceeded without interruption until shortly aft- 
er nine o'clock, when some one shouted 
"Sire! "• -CEkeiwhole jwdi«oee instanUy,.HJsa 
to their feet and made a m?h to the several 
exits. Tho great mass of pople in tha 
"pit,,1 in rushing therefrom, met a crush- 
ing crowd pouring down from the gallery. 
The fearful anil fatal block followed. Wild 
shrieks of agony and despairing cries for 
help could not then be answered. The 
mass 
of 
panic-stricken and struggling 


humanity was appealed to by officers of tha 
theater and by the police to hold back, but 
the appeals were unheeded. 
The crazed 


crowd frantically pressed toward the out- 
lets, trampling down and over the weaker 
ones, until the street was reached. 


When the theater was finally cleared 


sixteen, corpses were found on the .stairs 
leading from the gallery, and twelve per- 
sons were so badly injured that they only 
gave evidence that life was not extinct by 
their piteous moanings. 
• 


Upon the first alarm being rung thowhole 


fire brigade quickly went to th« rescue, and, 
with the police, did their utmost to allay the 
panic and rescue the dead and dying, out 
they were too late to be of much effective 
service. Polteeand citizeus finally succeeded 
iu forcing then- way into the building, and 
then aided all they could to escape to tho 
street; but the mass was so wedged that 
they were sadly interfered with- in their 
humane labors. 
Tlie city ambulance corps conveyed tno 


victims, the wounded and dead, to the in- 
firmary! The wounded were so overcome 
they were as helpless as the dead. 
It was learned that the author of the uy 


ot lire was a former employe of tho theater 
who had been dismissed. Tlie audience 
numbered about 2,000 people. The pev- 
lurmancc wjs chiefly music-hall business.

The size of the procession 
was only limited by the capacity of 
ihe streets, and until the streets of 
Sew York are made wider no more 
men than those who marched to-day 
ian be got into one line. 
As early as noon throngs com- 


menced to pour in the direction of 
Broadway. Before 2 o'clock the en-

from 
Madison 


Square to the battery, a distance of 
over three miles, was packed with a 
surging mass of humanity. At that 
time locomotion was impossible, and 
hundreds who expected to witness 
the parade went home because they 
were unable to obtain eligible posi- 
tions from which they could view the 
procession. 


In the parade yesteiday every ex- 
hange and every trade in the city 
was represented. The procession was 
divided into two great divisions, the 
first of which was formed at Worth 
street, and the second at Bowling 
Green.

This disease is the most fatal and 


loathsome to which the horse is sub- 
ject. The first symptom is a dry but 
not a staring appearance of the hair. 
Occasionally it reeumeb its gloss, but 
aoon fades again. The flesh dimin- 
ishes rapidly on dry food, but returns 
again on bran, brewing and still slop 
or any soft food. This improvement, 
however, will only be temporary, and 
the flash soon wastes again. _Ejvent- 
ually tne hair becomes staring and 
the horse exhibits signs of failing 
strength and vitality. Thesp symp- 
toms may continue a long or short 
time before others appear. The next 
symptom will be B discharge from 
the nose of a paler color than that of 
common cold or gleet and not so pro 
fuse, and of a more glutinous. I he 
discharge in cold or gleat is from 
both nostrils and in large quantities, 
stopping and recommencing, but in 
glanders it is continuous and secret 
Hnd eff cts but one nostril. Nine 
eases out of ten this will be the left 
nostril. The discharge is offensive, 
becoming more so as the case advan- 
ces. After the disease has progressed
